Government Receipts--Forgetful Creditors-- 
Burial of De Long--Gossip. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

W ASHINGTON, November 1.—The October 
receipts of the Government have not run 
quite so high as those of the preceding 
months. For the months of Augustand Sep- 
tember they run up to nearly a million and a 
half per day, counting twenty-six business 
days tothe month. This month they are 
but about thirty millions. Yet the expendi- 
tures of the month are comparatively light, 
and it is probable that the surplus for Octo- 
ber will be found about the same as that of 
the preceding months. Whether Secretary 
Folger will issue another bond call before the 
New York election is not yet positively 
known, though many believe that he will do 


SO. 
FORGETFUL CREDITORS. 


While in the Treasury recently I asked for 
a statement of the bonds redeemed under re- 
cent calls, and, on being given the figures, 
found that on the last half dozen calls there 
were outstanding several million dollars’ 
worth of bonds on which interest must have 
ceased by reason of the fact that the bonds 
had been called in. 


“What does it mean,” I asked. “Why 
don’t the people holding these bonds send 
them in to be redeemed, now that interest on 
them has ceased ?’ 

‘That is pretty hard to answer,” was the 
reponse. “Probably some of the holders are 
dead and their executors are neglectful: 
others who bold the bondsin small lots as 
security don’t know that they have been 
called, and others are delaying for other 
causes. Someof them perhaps have been 
lost or destroyed. Why there are now ont- 
standing more than $50,000 worth of old 
Government obligations that have been due 
forover forty years, and have nev er been 
presented for payment. Odd isn’t it?” 

Vhy, the interest on them, they had been 
outstanding so long before maturity, is great- 
er than the principal, and amounts in this 
particular class of which | speak, to between 
$60,000 and $70,000, These obligations, which 
matured prior to 1837, will probably none of 
them ever be presented for payment. Then 
there are $367,000 of the 5-20 bonds of 1862 
which have never been presented for pay- 
ment. Of. course the interest on them ceased 
when they matured,and why anybody should 
want to hold them all these years without 
getting any interest, when they could have 
their principal by simpl sending in the bonds 
is more than 1 can understand. Then Te

The Constitutional Amendment. 
St. Louis, Mo., October 31, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Much has been written against the adoption of 
he constitutional amendment for the relief of the 
Supreme Ccurt, which is to be voted on Novem- 


| ber 7, but itis believed that most of the objections 


urged are without substantial foundation and can 


| be proved so. They are made by lawyers who 


would dispute about the matter till the crack o’ 
dooin, unless, happily, the election intervened 
to check their disputations. As the voters, 
not the lawyers, are to settle this matter. the 


' yoters should note the provisions of the amend- 


mentand make uptheir minds uponit. Briefly 
stated, the amendment offers the following plan: 
The Supreme Court shall have six Judges, instead 
of five, as now, and shall be divided into a crimi- 
nal side and acivil side of the court, with three 
Judgésin each. The criminal side shall deal with 
all criminal cases, civil suits with damages for a 
wrong, habeas corpus, ete., and also cases trans- 
ferred to it from the civul side. The civil side will 
hear all other cases. It will thus be seen that an 
equilibrium is estabhshed by allowing the civil 
side, which is more apt to be crowded, to transfer 
eases to the criminal side. Butif the criminal 
side renders a decision contrary to a decision of 
the civ lside on any matter within the jurisdic- 
tion of the civil side, the chicf justice shall grant 
a rehearing and both branches of the court will 
then sit together and decide the case. 

The St. Louis Court of Appeals will be confined 
in jurisdiction to the city of St. Louis, its judges 
will be elected from the city and it will try only 
civil cases. 

All criminal eases will be eqpeene directly 
from the Criminal Court to the Supreme Court, 
thus working speedy justice, releasing the inno- 
centand meting out quick punishment to the 


guilty.

MAHONE’S ASSESSMENT 


LIST, 


Demand for Money from a Widow with. 
Five Children, 
From a Washington Special, Oct. 28. 

* The assessment of a widow in the Post. 
office Department for the benefit of Mahone’s 
party in Virginia has attracted some etten- 

ion. Her salary is $600, and she was called 
upon to pay $45. 1t was at first publicly as- 
serted that she made an yt ee to Mr. Dallas, 
chief of the Dead Letter Office, representing 

that she found it difficult to support her 
family of five children and therefore could 
not pay. It was alsosaid that Mr. Dallas 
sent her to Mr. Howe, Chief Clerk of the 
department, and that Mr. Howe told her that 
her only chance Jay in an appeal to Senator 
Mahone, and added that he could not protect 
her. Mr. Howe told a reporter for a Wash- 
ington poe that this statement was incor- 
rect. What he did ‘‘was to advise the lady to 
reply to Mr. Mahone’s cireular, informing bin 
of her circumstances, and to express the be- 
lief that Mr. Mahone would not consent to 
receive, much less insist upon, a contribution 
from a person in so needy circumstances ag 
she appeared to be.” He adds that the as- 
sertion that the department would permit her 
removal for not paying her assessment isa 
gratuitous misrepresentation. Mr. Dallas, 
chief of the Dead Letter Office, has published 
here a card upon this subject. He says that 
the widow did appeal to him after receiving 
a request for $45 to be used in the Virgina 


campaign. The remainder of this card is as 
follows: “I did not denounce it as a shame 


and ap outrage, nor express any opinion 
whatever as ty the propriety of the request. 
I did advise her to see thé Chief Clerk, who is 
in a better position to know what the policy 
of the department would bein case the re- 
moval of a clerk was demanded for failure to 
nay a political assessment. I will add, how- 
ever, that as political parties are now organ- 
ized, 1 do believe that every office-holder, 
male or female, who is able to contribute to 
the campaign sinews should do so, but lI 
should regard it as a shame and an outrage if 
any widow who supports herself and five 
children on a salary of $75 per month were to 
be dismissed for the sole reason that she did 
not pay her assessment.” 


Figure-Training by c ‘0 rset. 


he calls “‘tigure-training by corset,”’ says in 
Knowledge that he does not ‘‘believe for one 
moment that fully 90 per cent of women are 
deformed by stays.”’ “If such were the case,” 
he adds, “1 should not hesitate to say that 90 
per cent of women know nothing of lacing, 
for if lacing the figure is practiced in a ju- 
dicious manner, instead of deformity would 
come eleganee and health. A well-applied 
corset leaves the upper part of the chest per- 
fectly free, and develops the capacity of the 
lungs in that situation—the most important 
situation, by the way, especially in the fe- 
male sex. ‘Tubercular eomeumpeion usually 
attacks the apices of the lungs, a part far re- 
moved from the pressure of a corset, however 
tizht—in fact, the tighter the corset in the 
lower part of the chest the greater amount of 
work and expansion in the uppef part, but 
this would not lead to consumption. There 
appears to be only one way in which tight 
lacing directly can bring about consumption, 
and that is by so compressing the lung in its 
lower part that no fresh air can enterit,a 
sort of collapse and carnification ensuing, a 
diminished use, leading to degeneration of 
lung tissue. Such a stateof affairs would 
only take place when tight lacing has been 
snddeniy performed and persisted in atan 
oom aan the figure has become somewhat 
set. 

Dr. Chadwick believes a woman is in bet- 
ter health when wearing a proper-fitting 
corset, and less liable to suffer from con- 
sumption, dyspepsia or spinal curvature, but 
he depreciates the beginning of tight-lacing 
suddenly. “What consider to be the per- 
fection in the application of the corset to the 
female figure or to the male,” he says, “‘is to 
begin early in life, say at the age of seven or 
ten years, and then only with very yielding 
materials, permitting the corset simply te 
touch the contour of the body, though a lit- 
tle firmer at the waist. As the girl grows 
up and the chest expands, the bust of the 
corset may be very properly made larger, the 
waist at the same time being kept within 
bounds. If such a system be earefaily carried 
out there never would be any undue pressure 
anywhere, and the girl who reaches woman- 
hood will possess the perfection of a figure 
with its round and taper waist, broad should- 
ers and well-developed chest. It always was 
and will be necessary to restrain, limit and 
correct the. growing figure. Without aid 
nature seldom forms a good waist. Gradual 
and easy correction, instead of violent and 
sudden reduction of deformity, is the way to 
achieve snecess—no evil affects can ossibiy 
ensue. inthe wearing of the corset the de- 
gree of comfort with which it is borne should 
be the test of utility. Early care and 
judicious management will in every case 
sueceed in attaining elegance and in pre- 
serving health.”

Plan of the Building to be Erected 
by Gould. 


A Structure Three Stories in Height--Trains 
Run Under--The End Plan 


Mr. E. L. Wentz, chief engineer of the Mis- 
souri Pacific, was visited at his office this af- 
ternoon and the plans, specifications and de- 
tails of a new Union Depot for St. Louis, as 
approved by Capt. Hays and A. A.

‘The 
building, which will be all above the tracks, 
supported on iron pillars, will be of corru- 
gated iron to prevent destructinn by fire,
